The Baptist Joint Committee 
on Public Affairs has worked 
diligently to help head off the 
drive for federal aid to paro- 
chial schools, This work, along 
with that of many others, has 
been effective. Parochial aid 
has: been kept out of the gen- 
eral education biil. 

Continuous Battle 

However, this is a continuous 
battle, and each crisis must be 
met, as it arises. Such is the 
case in the effort to amend the 
National . Defense Education 
Act to include parochial school 
aids. 

We are taking this opportu- 
nity to urge Mississippi Bap- 
tists to communicate with their 
Congressman, immediately, ask- 
ing him to oppose federal aid 
to parochial schools. 

The bill in question is HR 
7904, as reported out of the 
House Committee on Education 
and Labor on Tuesday after- 
noon of last week. 

We are listing below 10 sug- 
gestions prepared by the Joint 
Committee on- how to effective- 
ly communicate with a. Con- 
gressman. 

The time schedule for action | 
in the House of Representa-|. 
tives on the education bills will 
in all probability be the sec- 
ond and third weeks in July. 
To secure maximum results 
Congressmen should hear from 
their constituents no later than 
the week of July 10. 

1. The most effective way of 
influencing a member of Con- 
‘leress is through a letter and 
telegram deluge from his con- 
stituents. Be sure that ‘the 
approach is. made as a “‘citi- 
zen” and not as a “Baptist.” 
Petitions signed by «ong lists 
of names are ineffective. 
| 2. There is no time -> lose. 

The House of Kepresentatives 


labor and public welfare had 
already approved a similar 
amendment to the NDEA. A 
general education bill for pub- 
lic schools has passed the Sen- 
ate, but the House bill is bottled 
up in the rules committee, 
awaiting action of the educa- 
tion and labor committee on 
the NDEA. 


Assurance Given 

Proponents of federal aid to 
parochial schools have _ suc- 
ceeded in holding up public 
school legislation until they 
have assurances that parochial 
schools will receive considera- 
tion. Such assurance apparent- 
ly has been given, and it is 
now expected that the house 
rules committee will hoid 
hearings on the education bills 
somewhere around July 11. 


Speculation in Washington 
circles is that the House Rules 
Committee may dump all three 
education ‘measures on the 
floor of the House at the same 
time for the House to select 
what it wants. The’ three bills 
are for higher education (both 
public and private colleges), 
general education on the ele- 
mentary and secondary levels 
(public schools only), and the 
National Defense Education 
Act (both public and private 
schoois).

Five other Baptist groups 
caught the spirit of this: united 
effort and joined in the pro- 
gram. Each group has appoint- 
ed a responsible agency -to 
strengthen the evangelistic ef- 
fort cooperatively with other 
Baptist groups and within its 
own constituency. A Joint Coni- 
mittee was established - with 
the current president of each 
convention and five persons 
comprising the membership. 
And thus was the Baptist Jubi- 
lee Advance born! 

The Baptist Jubilee Advance 
is a living expression of the 
fact that whatever divisions 
may separate Baptists, they 
are one in their common loyal- 
ty to Jesus Christ. They find 
unity in their faith as it cen- 
ters in His life, death and res- 
urrection. 


The purpose of the Baptist 
Jubilee Advance can be stated 
simply — To work cooperative- 
ly, to witness effectively, to 
celebrate worthily. 

It was agreed that the Bap- 
tist Jubilee Advance should be 
an attempt to quicken within 
professed believers in Christ a 
sense of responsibility for car- 
rying out with zeal all phases 
of the Great Commission. It 
is an attempt on the part of 
Baptists in the United States 
and Cenada to “see together’ 
the gigantic task before us. It 
is. not, however, either a move- 
ment toward organic union or a 
program to emphasize, re- 
hearse, or even consider past 
or present differences. It is 
&@ program focusing the efforts 
of Baptists on common. goals 
and objectives which each par- 
ticipating body can achieve 
within the framework of its 
own organization. 


It is an effort to bring about 
in the third jubilee, the great- 
est achievement of any single 
year in Baptist history, to give 
to the world a dramatic pre- 
sentation of what Baptists 
stand for and what they have 
done; to gain a mighty im- 
petus for even greater achieve- 
ment for God’s glory in the 
years ahead. The pity of it all 
is that more groups which call 
themselves Baptist did not feel 
the importance of this united 
and co-operative effort to have 
joined in this tremendous 
movement wholeheartedly. 

Emphasis Each Year 

Each year of the BJA has a 
different emphasis bringing 
various facets of the Christian 
witness into focus. Each builds 
upon the preceding year and 
prepares for the next, gather- 


seriously what a tremendous 
impact we could make on all 
of America for the cause of 
Christ! e. 

It is heartening to note the 
areas in which we are working 
together. The Joint Committee 
on Public Affairs in Washing- 
ton, D. C., keeps before the 
nation our unity in the princi- 
ple of Separation of Church 
and State and speaks to mat- 
ters which call for the Baptist 
point of view in other areas 
of public affairs. From time 
to time we read in various pub- 
lications and hear over radio 
and television’ of instances 
where this Committee has tak- 
en a stand and we hear with 
justifiable pride that we have 
given this witness. 

There is a steadily mounting 
interest in Baptist Jubilee Ad- 
vance and a deepening sense 
of responsibility for what it 
can mean for the Christian 
witness of Baptists in America. 
Dr. R. Dean Goodwin, Director 
of the Department of Commun- 
ications of the American Bap- 
tist Convention made this state- 
ment recently: ‘Baptists are 
about to become the only major 
Christian family in the U. 8, A. 
that is free of historical church- 
state connection:: With the 
pending and proposed mergers 
of various groups, each of 
which includes at least one 
church with a church-state tie 
in its background, Baptists 
must be aware of their respon- 
sibility as chief prophet of 
“soul, liberty’’.

Texas Foundatio 
Tops $50 Millio 
DALLAS — (BP) — Assets 
of the Baptist Foundation of 
Texas have doubled in the last 
five years, topping $50 millio 
this year, a fiscal report here 
showed. 

The Foundation earned ap 
proximately $2 million during 
the year for Baptist institu 
tions and agencies and made 
available to institutions .a nd 
agencies an additional $2% 
million as a bonus payable 
out of the surplus account. 

In the group investment pool, 
where most of the Foundation 
assets are invested, the net 
yield for the year was 4.63 per 
cent which is the high for the 
past five years. In addition, 
profits of $700,000 were made 
on exchange of assets for an 
‘over-all gain of 6.8 per cent.

Write your stete office todey for 


FORWARD WITH THE FORWARD PROGRAM 
WHEN IS STEWARDSHIP TOTAL?

Some years ago, at an an- 
nual meeting of a Texas Bap- 
tist Association, a minister 
stertled the messengers by 
speaking, on the theme: 
“Things IL Do Not Believe 
About. Stewardship,” One of 
the speaker’s central ideas was 
his disbelief in ‘the tithe’ as 
&n adequate expression of total 
Christian trusteeship. 

Since the biblica’ 
the .term ‘steward’ 
“aversight of that belonging to 
another” (Thayer, A Greek- 
English Lexion of the New 
Testament, p. 440), a person 
could conceivably dedicate ten 
percent of his material wealth 
to the Lord’s, work and still 
be a dishonest Christian stew- 
ard. This thesis cuts across 
the grain of:common belief and 
practice, for most casual ob- 
servers view a tithing Christian 
as a saint near the apex of 
spiritual perfection. 

Every autumn at the ‘season 
of sharing,” many preachers 
find themselves appealing for 
more ‘tithers’ in an effort to 
undergird enlarged budget 
commitments projected for the 
coming year. ‘Every Baptist 
a Tither”’ has. been a familiar 
promotional slogan in our 
churches‘for so long, tnat when 
a member achieves this dis- 
tinction he rarely surpasses it. 
Only the press of a local build- 
ing program or the heart-rend- 
ing appeal of a special mission 
project can prompt hir to a

Thrust of Message | 

The thrust of the biblical 
message of stewardship is that, 
since all belongs to God, his 
creation is|responsible to him 
for all. While our Lord had 
somewhat to say about the 
tithe, he had. . immeasurably 
more to say about the steward 
himself and about total trustee- 
ship! Though the tithe as! a 
practical expression of giving 
was presupposed by the New 
Testament writers, was any 
one of them bound by this 
minimal giving standard of the 
old covenant? | 

Jesus’ disciples must have 
shuddered one day as they 
heard his closing words in the 
parable of \the diverse gifts 
(talents): ‘“‘From him who has 
not, even what he hes will be 
taken away cast tHe 
worthless servant into the outer 
darkness; there men will weep 
avd gnash their teeth” (Matt.: 
25:29b-30, RSV). Hete, rok 
sence of a capacity fr res 
sible servanthood is‘ \iewed far 
more seriously than fle amount 
of loss sustained through the 
man’s neglect.

Peter reminded his readers: 
“Once you were no people but 
now you are God’s people; once 
you had not received mercy 
but now you have received 
mercy” (I Peter 2:10). God 
“revealing”? and man “receiv- 
ing” are the twin foci of the 
initial Christian experience and 
the foundation, of true Chris- 
tian stewardship. Paradoxical- 
ly, one cannot give anything as 
a steward: until first he has 
received the free gift of God’s 
releeming grace. Thereafter, 
the motive of his giving of both 
himself and his substance in 
the Lord’s servi is humble, 
grateful love. “We love him, 
because he first loved us’ (I 
John 4:19). Paul explained the 
generosity of the churches of 
Macedonia to the congregation 
in Corinth in this way: ‘They 
gave beyond their 
means, of their own free will, 

but first they gave them- 
selves to the Lord’’ (II Cor. 8: 
3-5, RSV). ; 
Recognize God’s Rule 

Again, stewardship is total 
when the Christian recognizes 
God’s rule over all of nature 
and all peoples of the earth. 
Ones world view and philos- 
ophy of history can thereby as- 
sume meaningful | dimensions. 
The insight of the ancient 
psalmist (Ps.) 24:1) is reaf- 
firmed for thé#Christian: ‘The 
earth is the Lord’s, and the 
fulness thereof; the world, and 
they that dwell therein.” God’s 
creative genius in the natural 
order comes refreshingly to us 
day by day. Scientists may re- 
arrange the form and_ sub- 
stance of nature’s elements but 
they can only acknowledge a 
prior handiwork; they cannot 
reproduce it. 

The’ farther science probes 
into the depths of |human per- 
sonality and the far reaches 
of outer space the more certain 
we are of God’s prior claim 
in it all. It is humbling to at- 
tempt an answer ‘+o the Lord’s 
query of Job: “Where were 
you when I laid the foundation 
of the earth? Tell me if you 
have understanding” (Job 38: 
4). God claims to be sovereign 
ruler ‘of the universe and of 
the lives of all people, whether 
or not his Lordship is recog- 
nized and respected. ‘The sil- 
ver is mine and the gold is 
of hosts’’ 
(Hag. 2:8). This (symbolizes

Each 
church thus has a unique min- 
istry to perform in the midst 
of a godless and perverted gen- 
eration: Every aspect of the 
church’s life: its staff, facilit- 
ies, finances, organization, pro- 
gram, and every endeavor are 
to be evaluated in. the light 
of God's claim upon the 
church’s work and witness. 


Not Withdraw From World 

While the church is to pro- 
mote ethical living in the 
world, the congregation is not 
to withdraw from ‘the world. 
In John 17, Christ prayed that 
his disciples would be kept 
“from the evil one,” but no- 
where did he ask God to keep 
them (or us) out of the world. 
What applies to one cbngréga- 
tion applies to a group of 
churches and to a denomina- 
tion. The organized expressions 
of Christianity are.to leaven 
all agencies, institutions, and 
structures of the social-world 
order: welfare, educational,

Christian trusteeship begins 
as humble commitment in re-

work.
